To Preserve Brushes. 

Good hair brushes are costly items, 
and a way to keep the bristles stiff 
and clean for years is worth knowing. 
A Russian coiffeur gives this recipe: 
Have ready two basins; put a lump of 
soda the size of a walnut in one and 
three parts fill it with boiling water; 
the other basin should be three parts 
filled with water as cold as you can 
get it, to which you have added suffi¬ 
cient lemon juice or good white vine¬ 
gar to give it a noticeably acid taste. 
Shake the bristles of the brush well up 
and down in the boiling water till they 
are clean, then at once rinse them 
thoroughly in the cold water and stand 
them up to dry in the air or in a warm 
place, but not too near the fire. Of 
course, the backs of the brushes must 
not be wetted.
